that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edin- 
burgh, and rewanent Mercat-Croſles of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral. Shir-s 
within this Kingdom, and there in Our Name and Authority make Publication 
hereof, that none may pretend ignorance. And ordains theſe preſents to be 
Printed and Publiſhed.
